Justice Brewer ia a Kepublican in pol- 


itiua and about 58 years of uge. He ia a 
graduate of Yale and has epent consid- 
erable time in the practice of his profes- 
sion in Kanaafl, where he lilted u num- 
ber of judicial oliicfiH. In 1884 he waa 
appointed circuit court judge of the 
United States for the eighth district, 
and was appointed associate justice of 
the supreme court in December, J889, 
by President Harrison. 


Richard II. Alvcy is a Democrat in 


lOlitica uud a man of marked legal abil- 
ity. It was the groat reputation he 
gained as judge in the Maryland courts 
which led President Cleveland to ap- 
point him chief justice of the court of 
appeals of tbia district. He is about til) 
yesira of age. 


Andrew D. White ia a Republican. 


He ie one of the befit known men of let- 
ters in this country and perhaps in tho 
world, is tin author and historian and 
baa been president of the Cornell uni- 
veraity. Mr. White waa appointed min- 
ister to Russia by President Harrison, 
and UiiH position he held through Mr.

ernor Levi P. Morton's second annual

In it, alter a briuf liisUirical survey, the i 
governor touches upon tho ponding con- j 
troversy between thu United SUtea and 
Great Britain in the following para- 
' graphs : 
"The doctrine formulated by Presi- 


dent Monroe, am! which huanince borne 
..is name, luis become ao well estab- 
lished in American national policy that 
there ia no room for doubt as to .thu 
opinion of our people concerning it. 
New York now has a population nearly 
equal to that of tho entire union when 
Mr. Monroe became President, and our 
peculiar geographical position, tho loca- 
tion within our borders of the American 
metropolis and the vast and compli- 
cated commercial interests of our state, 
justify our feeling and spirit concerning 
the present unhappy agitation. Any 
disturbance of the existing friendly re- 
lations between the United States and 
Great Britain cannot fail to have a 
serious effect. Because of the possible 
painful consequences of such disturb- 
ance, I deem myself justified in making 
thia reference to tho larger affairs of 
the nation in which we feel such a pe- 
.-•uliar and vital interest. 


"I cannot believe that the relations 


between our country and Great Britain 
will be ruptured or seriously impaired 
by the mieunderatanding now exiating 
between that country and Venezuela 
concerning the proper location of the 
boundary line of their poiecasiona in 
South America. Arbitration affords a 
simple and honorable way of Battling 
national disputes, and it is scarcely con- 
ceivable at this period of the world's 
hietory that any great nation ia willing 
to take tbe responsibility of the need-' 
less sacrifice of human life and 
the 


wanton destruction of property which 
would be the inevitable result of an 
armed conflict."
